2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to show or teach applicant's claimed skiing exercise device comprising a 
base frame having pivot poles on a front portion which are disposed on opposite sides 
of a longitudinal frame axis , the pivot poles having upwardly facing pole axes which 
incline at an angle relative to the vertical plane; a pair of stepper members each having 
pivot tubes sleeved to the pivot poles, a supporting rod extending from the pivot tube in 
the longitudinal direction, a foot support mounted on the supporting rod, and a coupling 
flange extending from the pivot tube away from the vertical plane; and a coupling unit 
having a reel-mounting seat movable in the longitudinal direction, a reel mounted 
thereon and a cord would on the reel and having opposite ends connected respectively 
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to the coupling flanges of the stepper members; whereby the foot supports canmove 
laterally during exercise.
